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EIGHTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE RECORD- 
ING SECRETARY FOR 1911. 

To the President and Members of the Columbia Historical 
Society, Greeting: 

The Recording Secretary submits the Eighteenth Annual 
Report, beginning with the 120th meeting, January 17, 1911, 
and ending with the 126th meeting, December 19, of the 
same year. 

During 1911, the Society admitted 9 new members, lost 
9 by death, 7 by resignation and 3 by other causes, leaving 
a membership of 225. 

The Board of Managers held 7 meetings with an average 
attendance of 7 members. The Society held 7 meetings, all in 
the Lecture Hall of the Washington Club, with an average 
attendance of 66 members and guests. 

Volume 14 presenting The Records for 1911, contains 238 
pages and 18 illustrations. 

The having a place where our books, etc., are accessible, 
has led to the gift of quite a number of books and relics, so 
that already we are beginning to feel ourselves cramped for 
space and sadly in need of shelving for our rapidly increas- 
ing library. For the second time during our existence, we 
have received a bequest. Among the papers of the late W. 
Mosby "Williams, his executor found a large envelope marked : 
"To be given to the Columbia Historical Society after my 
death. ' ' The envelope contained the constitution and minutes 
of a literary society of which Mr. Williams was president, but 
which went out of existence in 1888. 

In May, the Society was one of the nine local associations 
that bore the expense attending the unveiling of the L 'Enfant 
Memorial. 

During its eighteen years of existence, the Society has 
covered much ground in its labors, but the field is large and 
the individual members can show their appreciation in no 
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better way than by bringing in new members, since increased 
membership means increased ability to carry on the good 
work.
